Such an incident, galling t" 
women everywhere, could happen only 
irr a country where democracy is sus- 
pended. 

It is a revival of the spirit which in 
the had i id day?, not so far behind TO, 
prtimpted witch duckings and burn' 
ings, and is a natural accompaniment 
of the contemporary movement, in 
Germany and other countries, to deny 
wnnian any place in society other than 
that of a hmwekeepcr. 

Australian women can reflect com- 
fortingly that in this, country, where 
women were given the franchise, in 
srime colonies, king before Federation, 
feminine influence on public policy is, 
even directly, scarcely less than man's. 
AJd the indirect influence thac women 
otert through their men, and -woman's 
position is seen as even more advan- 
tageous. 

Australia will see no degrading pub- 
lic pillorying of women, no cart tail 
processions, while universal franchise 
rtile.-i rind while it is wisely exerted, in 
a full consciousness of the privilege and 
power it confers, by the citizens. 

It should not he forgotten that our 
women were given full rights of citi- 
zenship long before the women of most 
other countries. Englishwomen only 
secured acceptance of their right to 
vote when, during the Great War, 
they were able, as a sex, to show that 
their usefulness to the nation did not 
Stop at the front gate. Frenchwomen 
still have no vote in the election of 
those who make their country's laws. 

No Hitler and no Stalin will rule 
public opinion and upset the basis of 
morality and charitableness in our Cum* 
mmvweahh while Australian women 
continue to use their voice in the com- 
munity's affairs with moderation and, 
when necessary, with uncompromising 
vigor.
